Will Tag Two Thousand Dogfs« 
The county commissioners have award­ 
ed a contract to William G. Johnson, 
Pii;tsburg, to furnish 2,000 county dog tags 
for the year 1912. There are fully that 
many dogs assessed in the boroughs and 
townships of the county and the ow^ners 
of the canines will be given the tags upon 
the payment of the taxes levied agamst 
them. The tax in this county is 50 cents 
for male dogs and |1 for female dogs. 
The revenue derived by the county offi­ 
cials from the tax is used to pay sheep 
and other losses caused by dogs. The 
coimty tags will be distributed on Friday, 
March 29, among the collectors of the 
county and state taxes when they receive 
their duplicates for the year. An act of 
assembly of 1911, which is supplementary 
to an act providing for the taxation of 
dogs and the protection of sheep, requires 
all dogs to wear collars to be provided by 
the owners, together with tags to be at­ 
tached thereto showing payment of the 
tax to the county. The new law stipulatas 
that in the event owners of dogs fail to 
comply with its provisions with regard to 
having them properly tagged it is the du­ 
ty of the tax collector and the right of any 
citizen of a district to notify the constable 
thereof of such failure and default and it 
is his duty to kill the canine. Constables 
will be allowed II for every such duty 
thus performed^ the same to be paid out 
of the fund raised by the dog taxes levied. 
Should any conbtable fail to execute any 
such dogs reported to him he is liable to 
a fine of |2 for each offense, the same to 
be deducted when any settlements are 
made between said oihcer and the county 
commissioners.

On the public highway between Vil- 
ientuve-St. Georges and Paris, a gang 
of four bandits, in an automobile, or 
dered the chauffeur of a private motor 
car to stop. 
When he refused ihe 
highwaymen shot him dead and also 
wounded the occupant of the car. 
After throwing the chauffeur’s body 
into the ditch by the roadside che 
bandits entered their automobile ana 
drove toward Paris. 
A band of brigands bearing all the 
appearances of being the authors of 
the morning hold-up arrived in an au­ 
tomobile at Chantilly, the racing cen­ 
ter. Four of the men, armed with re­ 
volvers, entered the local branch of a 
Paris bank, where they shot the cash 
ier and 
another 
employe dead anil 
dangerously wounded a third man. 
The four ruffians then seized a port­ 
folio containing $8000 in notes. A fifth 
bandit was (n the meantime keeping 
guard at the door of the bank with a 
loaded carbine, while a sixth stood 
ready at the steering wheel of the mo­ 
tor car. 
The murderers dashed out, 
Jumped on the motor and started at 
full speed in the direction of Paris, 
The alarm had meanwhile been rais* 
ed, but pursuit was warded off by the 
bandits with repeated shots. They sub 
■ equently. abandoned the automobile, 
which was discovered at Asnieres; a 
suburb just outside of Paris There le 
little doubt that the automobile bad 
been stolen bv them.

Twenty-four men have been rescued 
alive from shaft No. 2 of the Sans 
Bois Coal company at McCurtaln, Ok 
lahoma, which caved in after an e\ 
plosion. 
Thirty-nine unrecognlzablo bodie,^ 
have been taken out. Estimates place 
the number still in the mine al from 
twenty-nme to fifty-three, or whom it 
is feared that none will be brought oui 
ahvG. 
Thirteen more workmen, In addition 
to the eleven who escaped alive, were 
rescued 
from 
the 
workings. 
This 
brings the total of twenty-four of tüe 
116 members of the day shift wiio 
were caught In the disaster. 
When the explosion occurred the 
thirteen men were near the south thir­ 
teenth entry. They quickly made their 
way to a room which is only eight by 
ten feet In size. There they tound an 
air pump, about the top of which they 
crowded 
closely, changing positions 
frequently so that all miglit benefit. 
They built a curtain at the entrance 
to exclude foul air and gas. Tappings, 
the sounds of which were conveyed to 
the resc i* party alung cue air pipe, 
led to their discovery. 
A mass meeting decided to make an 
appeal for aid for the families oí the 
victims. This will be sent out at once. 
Volunteers came from nearby shafts, 
and the rescue parties were more sys­ 
tematically organized under the direc­ 
tion of mining experts from the gov 
ernment .station at McAlester 
It is 
expected that every recess in the mine 
will be penetrated. 
When the explosion occurred those 
on the surface heard a faint rumble 
and felt an earth tremor. When thoi=e

The automobile banditfl^ who in Feb- 
ruary terrorized 
many 
districts 
of 
France by carrying out an extraordi- 
nary series of crimes, during the past 
few days have perpetrated a fresh se- 
ries of daring crimes, resulting In the 
death of three men near Paris. 


On the public highway between Vil- 
ientuve-St. Georges and Parle, a gang 
of four bandits, in an automobile, or 
dered the chauffeur of a private motor 
car to stop. 
When he refused ihe 
highwaymen shot him dead and also 
wounded the occupant of the car. 


After throwing the chauffeur's body 
into the ditch by the roadside che 
bandits entered their automobile ana 
drove toward Paris. 


A band of brigands bearing all the 
appearances of being the authors of 
the morning hold-up arrived in an au- 
tomobile at Chantilly, the racing cen- 
ter. 
Four of the men, armed with re- 
volvers, entered the local branch of a 
Paris bank, where they shot the cash 
ler and 
another 
employe dead an J 
dangerously wounded a third man. 


The four ruffians then seized a port- 
folio containing $8000 In notes. A fifth 
bandit was [n the meantime keeping 
ffuard at the door of the bank with a 
loaded carbine, while a sixth stood 
ready at the steering wheel of the mo- 
tor car. 
The murderers dashed out, 
jumped on the motor and started at 
full speed In the direction of Paris. 


The alarm had meanwhile been rais- 
ed, but pursuit was warded off by the 
bandits with repeated shots. They sub 
•equently. abandoned the automobile, 
which was discovered at Asnieres, a 
•uburb just outside of Paris There Iff

They built a curtain at the entrance 
to exclude foul air and gas. Tappings, 
the sounds of which were conveyed to 
the resc i' party along the air pipe, 
led to their discovery. 


A mass meeting decided to make an 
appeal for aid for the families oí the 
victims. This will be sent out at once. 


Volunteers came from nearby shafts, 
and the rescue parties were more sys-
